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TheParole Board--Keep It Strong 


The resignation of Mrs. Helen Coxon 
and Grover Byars, two of the three mem- 
bers of the State Board of Pardons and 
Paroles, presents Governor-Elect Herman 
Talmadge with an immediate problem. 


The Board, it will be remembered, was 
set up six years ago in answer to an in- 
dignant public’s demand for an end to the 
pardon orgies which had: disgraced the 
State. 


Clemency ‘powers, until that time, had 
been left in the hands of the chief execu- 
tive who had so many other things. to do 
that he had not the time, if the inclination, 
to investigate the many applications for 
pardons, paroles, reprieves and commuta- 
tions. As a result, there had been an 
abuse, particularly of the pardon power, 
which grew into a scandal which outraged 
the State. 


Seeking to cure the evil and put the 
administration of clemency on an effi- 
cient, non-political basis, the Legislature 
get up a constitutional three-man board 
to which was delegated all: authority in 
the field. In order to insure that it would 
remain non-factional, staggered terms 
were provided for its .aembership so that 
no Governor would ever name a majority 
of the trio comprising it. 


Georgia was exceedingly fortunate in 
being able to secure, as chairman, an ex- 
perienced career-man in the field. Ed 


Everett is a native Georgian who had an 


excellent record as a Federal probation 
officer. He helped set up the Georgia 
system and, with no discredit to the two 
other members who have worked indus- 
triously and intelligently, we are con- 
vinced that the Board’s success has been 
largely attributable to his leadership. 

And a success it has been. 

Since its inception, only two pardons 
have been granted—both to prisoners 
whose innocence was established. 

But nearly four thousand prisoners 
have been paroled and less than five per- 


cent of the paroles have had to be re- 
voked. 

This is the best average in the nation. 

Last year, 9642 percent of the 742 pris- 
oners paroled made good. 

Other States count themselves lucky if 
only 10 percent of those freed break their 
paroles. 

Moreover, Georgia’s reformed parole 
system has made for vastly improved 
prison morale. Every prisoner—black or 
white, rich or poor, politically powerful 
,or not—knows that his case will automati- 
cally be reviewed when he has served a 
third of his sentence. No longer are there 
forgotten men in Georgia’s prisons. Pa- 
role Board officers regularly visit every 
penal institution in the State, interview- 
ing those eligible. No longer is it neces- 
sary to pay big fees to special “pardon 
lawyers” to secure consideration. 

Having seen what can be accomplished 
by a non-political administration of clem- 
ency, Georgians have no intention of re- 
turning to the old system. It thus is in- 
cumbent upon the incoming Governor to 
find two high-type citizens to fill the 
vacancies oceasioned by the resignations 


of Mrs. Coxon and Mr. Byars. The lat- | 


ter’s term, incidentally, expired last Jan- 
uary and his reappointment was not con- 
firmed by the Senate. So Governor-Elect 
Talmadge would probably have had that 
post to fill anyway.

The Best History 
Books Are Novels 


I believe it absolutely impossible to get the 

feel or the flavor of the backgrounds of this 

— country of ours from the written histories. This 

somewhat dogmatic statement is by way of introducing the fact 

that Hervey Allen is in our town. I make bold to say that one 

may learn more about the beginnings of our country from his 

three novels, “The Forest and the Fort,” “Bedford Village” and 

“Toward the Morning,” than from any three histories studied in 
school or college. 


In the profession of writing Hervey Allen is one of our very 


best. In the field of the historical novel I believe he generally is 
regarded as the best. He is honest, being a true craftsman. The 
historical novel featuring the bosomy young lady on the dust 
jacket has fouled up the good name of the historical novel, but 
that type is but a fad and, happily, is waning, although more 
speed in the waning would make all of us happier. 


No country can understand its present if it does not 
know its past. That is one trouble with present Amer- 
ica. It does not know its past. It confuses the past with the 
statues and the memorials to Washington and Jefferson and Jack- 
son. It thinks of the past in terms of the marble men on pedestals 
and of the finer, ringing phrases which have been selected to 
carve on the marble bases. Washington is just now being brought 
to life by Douglas Freeman and the readers and reviewers are 
surprised,to find, here in late 1948, that the Washington the nation 
has known all these years never really existed. Of all the great 
Americans two of our greatest have never really been brought to 
life—Washington and Robert FE. Lee. Even the skill of Douglas 
Freeman was not quite able to do this with Lee, who was history’s 
most self-controlled man; who lived until he died hidden behind 
his chrome-like reticence. We think of our frontier in false pic- 
tures and httle of that frontier is related. in our thinking, to today. 
Allen lets us, know what it was like by giving us the lives of 
ordinary people and a few of the great.

Novel the field of historical novels, in speaking of his early 
research in qeeiting a novel, said: } 


“This reading—research, if you like—had an indirect result? it 
revealed to me how little I knew about the history of my déwn 
lifetime. Since then, further study has shown me how little I 
knew about the history of my country. Yet I had had the normal 
number of school and aollege courses in history. But to pick up 
one of my own—or one of my children’s—textbooks today is to 
discover that they are not only incomplete, but inaccurate, unin- 
telligent, and—worst of all—uninteresting. It was reading his- 
torical novels which led me to read French, German, Roman and 
American histories. The novels provoked in me a curiosity they 
did not satisfy. I began to suspect that most people today learn 
more about history from novels than from textbooks. Textbooks 
are studied on assignment, a few pages or a chapter at a time. 
They are read as a task; to read them is no pleasure; they are as 
dull as dates. But the novel is written to be read. Well done, it 
catches and holds the reader’s attention: and it is read with eager 
zeal, and as rapidly as the reader’s capacity permits. The reader 
sees—instead of a skeletonized and often disjointed narrative hung 
on dates—a coherent and more or,less complete picture; and in 
many cases the interest thus provoked will lead him to further 
reading.” 


Hervey Allen has begun a series of novels, there are to be 
five of them, which will, I believe, be the five most val- 
uable historical novels in any library. An American may take 
them and learn from them how his frontier began and how it 
slowly pushed itself out and consolidated its position so that the 
less courageous and the timid-and the exploiters might come: on

sity in the freshman English course. And every adult, however 
out of the reading habit, would do well to discipline himself to 
read the three already published.

Treasury and Budget officials are not making any public state- 
ments on higher taxes. Yet, as they point out privately, the facts 
speak for themselves. It is worth noting that they would have 
spoken just as loudly to Gov. Thomas E. Dewey as to President 
Truman. For the facts are both simple and inescapble. 
Deficit In this fiscal year the Truman-vetoed tax cut will cost 

the Government, according ot the estimates of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, upwards of $5,000,000,000. As a 
consequence, the Treasury will run into the red by an estimated 


billion and a half dollars. Every economist, from left to right, agrees 
that such deficit financing in boom times is economic insanity.

commitments of the United States are to be briskly tossed into the 


ashcan, Government expenditures are sure to be sharply increased. | 


The chief areas of increase can be briefly listed. The greatest 
increases derive, of course, from fear of Sovief aggression.
